he results of the election. ‘The results, I 
trust, will soon be tabulated, and in so far as 
Labor more directly interested, published 


in the columns of the American Federationist. 

This may be here stated that Labor’s oppon- 
ents, those who antagonize every effort made 
by tthe toilers to secure redress for their wrongs 
and improvement in their condition and the 
attainment of their rights, and others who dis- 
courage and ridicule the attempt of organized 
labor to use its political as well as its eco- 
nomic power upon practical lines, have not 
deceived and will not deceive Labor. The or- 
ganized labor movement will contend against 
every wrong from which the toilers suffer and 
insist upon the attainment of every right to 
which they are entitled. 

rhe American Federation of Labor {is not 
partisan to any political party, but it is par- 
tisan to a principle—to achieve results in the 
interests of the great mass of the wage-earners 
of our continent. It resents the attitude of 
those who seek to force the workers back into 


the condition and character of serfdom, and 


with equal insistence it refuses to postpone to 
the far future, the advantages and benefits of 
a better life when we propose to secure them 
here and now. 


Taking into consideration that which organ 
ized labor has already accomplished upon the 
economic, political and legislative fields to 
bring light and life into the homes and work- 
shops of our toiling masses, we are fully con 
the future.

in the unwritten laws of our every-day lives 


On contract convict labor, he says: 


From the first manifestation of the evils of 
the contract convict labor system, the Ameri 
can labor movement protested against its con- 
tinuanee, demanded a repeal of that system, 
and insisted that some more humane system 
take its place. 

The history of the labor movement is replete 
with the evidence and the record of that un- 
changed, but insistent, attitude. This is due, 
not alone to humanitarian consideration, but 
for the protection of free workmen and their 
employers who suffered most directly from the 
abomination accompanying and resulting from 
contract convict labor competition. 

On many occasions the conventions of the 
American Federation of Labor have gone on 
record emphatically denouncing the system. 
It is not necessary to review here the past con 
sistent course which the American Federation 
of ‘Laibor has pursued upon this subject, but it 
may ‘be interesting to call attention to the fol- 
lowing paragraph in the report I had the honor 
to submit to the last convention: 

Prisoners should be required to work not 
for private profits of contractors, nor even for 
the financial profit of the State, but for the 
benefit of their dependents, and for their own 
reformation.” 

The committee to which this subject was re- 
ferred then made the following declaration, 
which was adopted unanimously by the con- 
vention: 

“We are unalterably opposed to the labor of 
convicts being let out to contract. We believe 
that the ultimate solution of the problem will 
come when the convicts are engaged in the 
widest possible diversity of industry by hand 
labor or the use of eleemvosynary institutions. 
By this method both body and mind will be 
strengthened. Men are imprisoned supposedly 
for the welfare of society, and their labor 
which may be utilized thereby should never 
be so handled as to become a menace to any 
portion of society. 

“For the accomplishment of this purpose, 
we recommend the endorsement of the Booher 
bill, H. R. 5601, requiring convict made goods 
to conform to the laws of the State into which 
they are shipped, whether received in original 
packages or otherwise.” 

To what the committee stated, might be 
added that the Booher bill when enacted into 
law will authorize the States (which have or 
may enact legislation) to protect their citi- 
zens from the evil effects of convict labor. It 
would prohibit the importation and sale of the 
product of convict labor of other States, be- 
cause such other States would then be required 
either to sell or consume the product of their 
own convists within their own boundaries. As 
a consequence, conditions would so shape them- 
selves that humane and practical legislation, 
so long urged by our organizations, would be 
enacted by the various States. 

The Booher bill, amended to include the 
product of convict in coal mines, passed the 
House of Representatives without division, and 
by practically a unanimous vote. It was then 
referred to a sub-committee, consisting of Sen- 
ators Brown of Nebraska, Brandegee of Con- 
necticut, and Culberson of Texas. This sub- 
committee has been frequently urged to make 
a favorable report upon the bill it seems 
that Senator Nelson of Minnesota, one of the 
influential members of the Senate Committee 
on Judiciary, is the chief opponent to this 
meritorious bill, the bill which is of much in- 
terest to free workers and fair-minded em 
ployers who are in connection with convict 
contract labor; but whether he is the sole ob- 
stacle in that committee to the favorable re- 
port upon this bill, has not been learned. 

We can secure the enactment of this meas- 
ure during the coming session of Congress, if 
the officials and members of our organization 
will place the matter before their United States 
Senators in a direct and emphatic manner and 
urge prompt action. The time is most oppor- 
tune. The sentiment among penologists, State

115, introduced by the Miners, which 
denounced the employment of guards 
and detectievs by mining companies, 
and demanded the enactment of laws 
prohibiting this infamy, was reported 
favorably and concurred in.

A DESERVED ACKNOWLEDGMENT. 


On the occasion that the show owned by Rube Welch 
was to play at the Alhambra Theatre, Chicago, the Inter- 
national Association of Theatrical Stage Employes No. 2, 
the Bill Posters and Billers’ Union No. 1, and Chicago 
Federation of Musicians No. 10 had agreed that no ser- 
vice would be rendered to the management of said thea- 
tre unless each of the above named organizations has 
secured contracts. As the management refused to engage 
members of the Chicago Federation of Musicians, the 
stage employes, upon the opening date of the show, 
ceased working. Because this was the first musical show 
to play the Alhambra Theatre this season, it was agreed 
that this would be the best time to act. The stage em- 
ployes had been working for two weeks previous, even 
though an orchestra not composed of members of the A. 
F. of M. was working there at the time. This was fully 
approved of by all concerned as it was thought that 
nothing could be gained by making a stand during the 
time dramatic shows were playing. The show’s being 
practically tied up by the action of the stage employes 
brought about a ocnference between the President of the 
Musicians, the Business Agent of the Stage Employes, 
the managers of the theatre, the manager of the company, 
Rube Welch; his traveling leader, who is a member of the 
American Federation of Musicians, and several other 
parties. At this conference they were told that the trav- 
eling leader could play the show alone on piano without 
violating his obligation to his union but could not work 
with non-members. This statement was occasioned by a 
request from the theatre manager that he “Rube Welch) 
play the show with piano alone. This Welch refused to 
do, claiming that the contract required the manager to 
have an orchestra. To this the manager replied that the 
Ziegfeld show had been played on Broadway, New York 
City, with two pianos, and that if such a show as that 
could play such a place as New York, surely he could 
play his show with one piano. This Welch absolutely 
refused to do and therefore no show was put on that 
afternoon. In the evening the manager sent for the Presi- 
dent of the Musicians’ Union and entered into a contract 
for thirteen davs (the balance of the time that he was to 
be in control of the theatre) and as it was too late to get 
an orchestra together for that evening, the traveling 
leader played the show alone on piano. The next day 
the union orhestra was put to work. There is no doubt 
but that the stand taken by Mr. Welch was of material 
assistance to the Chicago Federation of Musicians.

John T. McCutcheon, the cartoonist, has pulled many 
a good laugh with his funny pictures. But his Christ- 
mas stuff this season rings as false as an election promise 
or a lead quarter. His latest, svndicated all over the 
country and published locally by the Evening Sun, repre- 
sents two slum kids dropping a letter note to “Santa” in 
a letter box. The good Sam sees them, hurries to the 
postoffice and finds that all letters to the bewhiskered old 
fellow must be discarded. He gets them all, rushes out, 
buys a lot of presents, and brings joy and happiness and 
all that to the kids and to many others. 

McCutcheon can go and tell it to the children of Little 
Falls, to the children of all the mill towns in Massachu- 
setts, all the tots in the canneries, the rag-picking estab- 
lishments of New York cities, the breaker boys at the 
mines, the makers of willow plumes, the pullers of bast- 
ings, the thousands and thousands of other home workers, 
and he can even tell it to the little ones on the many 
lonely farms of this country, who are astir at sunup and 
have no rest until the sun is long set. 

It’s a lie, and a ghastly lie from beginning to end. 

The cashgirls don’t believe it and the salesgirls don’t 
believe it. They don’t believe, because they know it is 
otherwise. 

3ut there is a Santa Claus. He will visit some homes 
and give automobiles and ropes of pearls, ermine-lined 
wraps, furs, country homes, fat checks, stocks, bonds and 
other trifles. He will be more generous in this respect 
than ever. As President Taft said and as Cardinal Gib 
bons reiterated, this has been a year of “unprecedented 
prosperity.” 

That accounts for Lawrence, Little Falls, Paint Creek 
and other places which came on the map in the year 1912. 
It accounts, too, for the investigation of the canneries, 
the New York Police Department, the Money Trust and 
similar things. From these investigations it is shown 
that .the capitalist class have a Christmas which lasts the 
year through, and the working class are always giving.

Dear Sir—An excellent idea. Briefly, to constitute a 
claim. 

First. Fifteen years’ continuous membership in the 
A. F. of M. 

Second. Age, say, seventy. 

Third. Inability to perform through sickness, weak- 
ness, old age, etc. 

Fourth. No other avocation. 

Fifth. Leaders and executive of Local to decide as to 
recommendation for pension. 

Sixth. Each Local to give one concert yearly and 
send proceeds to headquarters. 

As a pension of 50 cents a day would probably about 
pay an average rental, it would be a Godsend to many an 
aged, tottering musician. 

Preferable plan—50 cents yearly from each member.

It’s a grand and cheap insurance scheme, 
even if it should cost a dollar a year.

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A CARL HAHN ANECDOTE. 


Carl Hahn, formerly conductor of the San Antonio 
Symphony Orchestra and Spring Music Festivals, tells 
a funny story of the trials of orchestras that visit smaller 
towns. 

“Every hamlet in the country,” says Mr. Hahn, “has 
its choral conductor, ambitious to produce a large work 
with soli, chorus and orchestra. This man may have had 
some experience as a director of a chorus or church choir, 
but when it comes to the handling of an orchestra his 
knowledge is sadly deficient. So it often happens that in 
the rehearsals of a production, chorus and orchestra are 
not in touch. At such times the members of the orchestra 
usually follow their concertmaster, who endeavors to 
counteract the director by giving the beat with his bow. 
‘Lhe excited director beats uninte!ligible, serpentine gyra- 
tions through the air, puffing and blowing with every new 
exertion. It was at one of the rehearsals of just such an 
affair that the tempi was miserably unsteady, and every- 
thing sounding as if it was going to pieces, when the con- 
certmaster held his men together by giving a clearer beat 
with his bow. Our ambitious friend, the director, rapped 
for silence; then, turning to his self-appointed assistant, 
said indignantly, ‘What have you against me?’ The con- 
certmaster, astonished, replied, ‘Why, nothing. Why do 
you ask?’ ‘Well,’ said the ambitious director, ‘you are not 
following my beat.’ The other smilingly retorted, ‘My 
dear man, if I had anything against you I’d follow your 
beat.’ ” 
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THE BEST CITY OF THE UNITED STATES. 





The city of Everett, Washington (population 30,000), 
has proved itself to be the most progressive and en- 
lightened of the important communities of the country. 
On November 5th it adopted an amendment to the city 
charter providing that after 1913 personality shall not be 
taxed for city purposes and that in 1913, 1914, 1915 and 
1916 improvements on land shall be progressively ex- 
empted until they will be totally exempted in the last 
year of the series. 

The city revenues are almost one-half of the taxes 
collected in the city. The measure had about 2,000 ma- 
jority out of a total vote of 6,000. 

This is the second time that Everett has declared for 
the single tax. A year ago it voted on the question and 
adopted it by a majority of only 60 Through some 
hocus pocus the will of the people was set aside and it 
became necessary to re-submit it. The largely increased 
majojrity speaks eloquently of the effect of a long con- 
tinued campaign of education among unprejudiced, in- 
telligent people. 

It is of course too much to expect that opponents of 
the single tax throughout the State of Washington. will 
allow Everett to proceed without attempting to stop it. 
A fair trial of the single tax is the one thing that preda- 
tory interests dread above all else. They know that such 
a trial means an undeniable refutation of all the argu- 
ments they have brought to bear against the measure. 
Seattle will vote on the single tax in the spring. If, in 
the meantime, Everett should be permitted to proceed 
with putting the system in operation it will be useless for 
privileged Seattle interests to try to prevent its adoption 
in their city by spreading the false statements that anti- 
single taxers spread wherever a single tax campaign is 
on. The plutocratic element of Washington will no 
doubt try to secure a decision from the Supreme Court de- 
priving the people of Everett of the right to manage their 
own affairs as seems best to them. The very fact that 
such an attempt will be made is a clear confession by 
opponents of the single tax that a trial of it will demon- 
strate its justice and beneficence, and will refute all ob- 
jections. 





COMPARISONS ARE ODIOUS. 


For the season of 1892, the salary list of the Olympic 
Theatre, St. Louis, Mo., then managed by the late Patrick 
Short, for Mr. Charles Spalding, owner, was $286 per 
week. In this year of our Lord, 1912, under the man- 
agement of Wm. Sanford, for Klaw & Erlanger, the 
weekly salary list is $190 per week, a difference of $96 
per week. The only change in price of admission since 
1892 is that in 1912 it is much higher, not less than 50 per 
cent increase. 

This true story can undoubtedly be duplicated in 
every community of 50,000 and over inhabitants in the 
United States. Still the managers are straining every 
nerve to still further reduce expenses of their orchestras. 
They tell the newspaper men, and through them the pub- 
lic, that the exorbitant demands 6f the musicians compel 
them to reduce the orchestras, and in some instances en- 
tirely eliminate them. If pace were kept with the charge 
of admission, the Olympic Orchestra of today, instead of 
paying $190 per week, would be paying $429 per week. 
This legitimate expenditure, in accordance with increase 
of admission since 1892, would enable the Olympic to 
employ a fine orchestra of 15 instead of its so-called first- 
class little orchestra of 7, which is the rule there now. 

The musicians have shared least of all in the increase 
of wages to meet the increased cost of living. This 
applies more particularly to the theatre business than any 
other class of musical business. In every other line, im- 
provements have been made, but the foxy theatre man- 
ager has always managed to get the best of it in his line. 
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LOFTY CONCEPT OF DUTY. 





President-elect Wilson, in a speech to his fellow- 
townsmen of Staunton, Va., gave voice to sentiments 
that show no mistake was made in choosing him as the 
chief magistrate of the nation. The following extract 
will compare well with the sublime philosophy of this 
distinguished predecessor, Thomas Jefferson. He said: 


‘So that we are learning again that the service of humanity is 
the business of mankind, and that the business of mankind must 
be set forward by the governments which mamkind sets up, in 
order that justice may be done and mercy not forgotten. All 
the world, I say, is turning mow, as never before, to this con- 
ception of the elevation of humanity, of men and women I 
mean, not of the preferred few, not of those who can by superior 
wits or unusual opportunity struggle tio the top, no matter whom 
they trample under foot, but the rights of men can not struggle 
to the top and who must, therefore, be looked to by the force of 
society, for they have no single force by which they can serve 
themselves. If there is to be a heart in government there must 
be a heart in the policies of government. And men must look to 
it that they do unto others as they would have others do unto 
them. This used to be, and has long been, the theme for the 
discourse of Christian ministers, but it has now come to be a 
part of the bounded duties of ministers of State. 
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HOW THE LUMBER TRUST DOES IT. 





The Forest Service which has the administration of 
the National forest reserves, sells its excess timber to 
logging and sawmill companies, who, it is alleged, have 
entered into a trust agreement which is ruinous to the 
homesteaders who also have timber to sell. The Forest 
Service sells its excess supply at $1.25 per 1,000 lumber 
feet on the stump, a price far below that at which the 
settler can afford to sell his timber. By keeping the 
agreement not to invade each other’s territory, the lum- 
ber companies are able to force the settler to sell at this 
price or not at all. 

These corporations have platted the entire timber belt 
into territories, each one appropriating a given territory. 
Many poor homesteaders encircled in these territories had 
hoped to be able by selling their timber to keep the wolf 
from the door while clearing the land and making habit- 
able homes for their families. 

The homesteader goes to the company to sell his tim- 
ber. They say to him: “If we buy private timber it will 
have to be at a great sacrifice, as we can buy all we want 
from the Government at $1.25 per 1,000.” The poor man 
goes home and talks to his neighbors. They all agree to 
see what can be done in getting another company inter- 
ested. They offer a new company a free millsite and 
plenty of timber. The first thing the new company will 
say: “Let’s see, where are you located?” The manager 
takes out his Lumbermen’s Association map and finds 
you are located in the Imperial Elevator Company's ter 
ritory. And he isn’t long in telling that he can’t consider 
your proposition, as he don’t want to butt in on the other 
fellows. 

This is the result: The poor devil of a settler has his 
choice either to abandon his claim or be forced to go at 
times 50 miles from his family to earn enough to keep 
them during the winter months. 

—————_—_—_— O——— 

Boosey & Co. are getting out some fine issues, among 
which may be mentioned, a Trio for Female Voices by 
Lina Lehmann, set to (the late) Eugene Field’s well- 
known poem, “Wynken, Blynken and Nod.” A special 
feature of the work is the violin obligato. Two numbers 
worthy of attention, namely “Tired Hands,” by Wilfred 
Sanderson (from a set of four Nocturnes by this popular 
English composer; a cycle that has achieved no little suc- 
cess in the few months that it has been before the public. 
The other song, “A Coon Lullaby,” by Percy E. Fletcher, 
is a very representative Negro melody, characteristic and 
original. 


THE FRANKING ABUSE. 


Uncle Sam maintains the largest printing establish- 
ment in the world. By a little openfaced subterfuge any 
member of Congress, or any friend, associate or follower 
of a memeb,r can have anything he pleases printed there 
free of cost; and any matter so printed will be carried 
through the mails gratis. 

Does the Lone Elm Bark insinuate that Congressman 
Jimsonweed carried that village by promising the post- 
mastership to two persons? Under “leave to print,” the 
honorable member enriches the Record with a forty-thou- 
sand-word rejoinder, including a genealogy of the Jimson- 
weed family and the peerless oration on American Des- 
tiny he delivered at Lone Elm, July 4, 1896. This precious 
contribution to history is mailed under frank to every 
registered voter in the Congressman’s district. 

This year a thoughtful member put into the Record 
the entire Democratic campaign book, and some tons of it 
were hauled free of charge in the mails. Republican 
members have not been less bashful about dead-heading 
their own campaign literature. 

Sixty-one million pounds of franked matter, compris- 
ing nearly four per cent of the total weight of mail, was 
carried last eyar, and no inconsiderable part of it repre- 
sented gross abuse of the Congressional franking privi- 
lege. By comparison with previous years the Department 
estimates that in the pre-convention campaign of last 
spring four thousand tons of political argumentation was 
carried as first-class mail free of ch..ge under Congres- 
sional franks; and this abuse turned what would have 
been a surplus on postal operations into a deficit. Post- 
age at regular rates on this stuff would have brought the 
Government over two million dollars. These figures are 
up to June 30th only. In Congress this winter there will 
be a lot of speeches about economy. We are waiting to 
hear what any of the speakers mav have to say concern- 
ing this printing and franking scandal—Exchange. 


The Postal Department, in the full knowledge of the 
above, is ontinually trying to increase second-class mail 
rates, which would put the labor press out of business. 





AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


An opinion of importance to labor and-secret organ- 
izations with respect to trials of members by the domestic 
tribunals of such institutions, was handed down in the 
Supreme Court of New Jersey when a writ of mandamus 
sought by Palmyra Coda to require the United Hat Trim- 
mers’ Union of Orange, to reinstate her was refused. The 
opinion was written by Chief Justice Gummere. The 
woman was dropped from the union for her refusal to 
pay a fine of $25 for violation of the constitution relating 
to discipline. The sole question involved in the appeal 
was whether or not Miss Coda received a fair trial by the 
union. In holding that the rights of the appellant were 
preserved in the trial the Chief Justice says: 


Although technicalities were not followed, the substantial 
rights of the relator were observed. The proceeding was not 
arbitrary, but, on the contrary, was conducted with the evident 
desire to get the truth and to act fairly toward the relator. Where 
the domestic tribunals of these associations of working people 
are conducted in a spirit of fairness and the substantial rights 
of their members protected courts of law should go slow ‘o- 
interfere merely because technicalities or the refinements of 
legal proceedings have not been followed. 

These people are antisans, not lawyers. Where no trial pro- 
cedure is provided by the Constitution or By-Laws it is enough 
if a member charged with a breach of internal discipline has 
accorded to him or her the substantial rights that the ordinary 
principles of justice require. These, we think, were accorded to 
the relator. Our writ of mandamus will mot issue. 


Every trades union, including the Locals of the A. F. 
of M., should carefully file this opinion for future refer- 
ence. Many adverse decisions have been rendered on 
account of a trades unior. committing a purely technical 
error. This judge is indeed ar oasis in the desert of tech 
nicalities and judicial dust-throwing. 
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We beg leave to acknowledge receipt of a splendid 
photograph of the Berlin Philharmonic Blas Orchestra, 
all members of the German Musicians’ Union. This fine 
military band was one of the three foreign bands that 
played at the St. Louis World’s Fair in 1904. While 
there they fraternized with their fellow union musicians 
of St. Louis, and were tendered a farewell banquet on 
the close of their engagement, which they have never 
forgotten. Mr. Morritz Waechtler, a member of the St. 
Louis Local, who beame acquainted with the members of 
this band while in St. Louis, in 1904, happened in Beriin 
last summer and met Mr. Donath, the manager of 
the band. We will leave it to the imagination what hap- 
pened. As a result Mr. Waechtler has forwarded 100 
one cent Indian head U. S. one cent coins to be made inte 
fifty pairs of cuff buttons for the band, as a constant re 
minder of their visit to the St. Louis Fair.
